Then, without warning. he announced 
that he and Bishop Brown had de- 
cided that the latter should not speak. 
The disappointment of the congrega- 


tion. was audible. Many rose to 


leave. 

“My sympathies are with Bishop 
Brown,” Guthrie declared. “I plan- 
ned this meeting, knowing that I was 
within my rights. know my canoris. 
The canons of the Episcopal church 
are ont of date. 

“This is a secular meeting, ana 
there is no law against Bishop Brown 
or anyone else I might invite speak- 
ing at a secular meeting. 

“When Bishop Brown wrote his 
letter to Bishop Manning. telling him 
of his intention to speak at St. Mark’s 
in-the-Bouwerie todu*. he was acting 
in good faith. He was startled and 


hurt by the answer of Bishop Manning | 


in telling i:im that he would not sanc- 
tion his appeariug here to talk on 
anv subject.” 

Then, with his congreation still in 
the belief that Brown would speak. 
Dr. Guthrie said: 

“But because Bishop Manning has 
made it apparent that 't will displease 
him, Bishop Brown and [I have agreed 
that it is wisest not to carry out the 
program as aanounced. Lishop Brown 
wil speak Wednesday evening at the 
Community house.” 

“I did not say that Bishop Brown 
would speak,” Dr. Guthrie said after 
the service in explaining that he 
had merely beat a strategic retreat. 
“I gave out a statement saying that 
it was legal for him to speak. I am 
not responsible for the fact that the 
conclusion was drawn that he would 
speak. 

“We made the decision Saturday 
afternoon out of courtesy for Bishop 
Manning and strategy for Bishop 
Brown. It was pure, good, honorable 
strategy. You remember that I defied 
the bishop to bring me to trial for 
the service in my church of which 
he did not approve. But I do not pro- 
pose to be tried for another mans 


quarrel.”

ACQUITS WHEELER 


Government Witness De- 


nies to Newspaper Men 
That Senator Offered To: 
Split Fee With Him. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Great Falls, Mont., April 19.— 
When the trial of Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler. on charges of wrongfully 
using influence with the interior de-. 
partthent, is resumed here in federal 
court tomorrow, attention will be cen- 
tered on the testimony of Peter Nyce, 
Washington lawyer, who arrived here 
today in response to a subpoena. 

Mr. Nyce. who is an associate of 
George W. Chamberlain in the prac- 
tice of law in Washington, is believed 
to be the government's surprise wit- 
ness. referred to in the opening state- 
ment of District Attorney Slattery 
to the jury hearing the case. Mr. 
Slattery declared then he would pro- 
duce a lawyer who would testify that 
Senator Wheeler came to him and 
asked him to appear for Gordon 
Campbell, Wheeler's Montana client 
involved in the ease, before the de-

About five weeks have intervened 
between the latest revolutionary out- 
burst and its immediate predecessor.

GOMEZ REFUSES 
TO SURRENDER. 

London, April 19.—An _ ultimatum 
demanding resignation of the Portu- 
guese government was served on Pres- 
ident Gomez as the first gust of revo- 
lution broke over Lisbon’ acccerding 
to a dispatch to the Central News. 

Gomez replied by mobilizing loyalist 
troops and delivering a counter-ulti: 
matum demanding the revolutionists’ 
surrender. The loyal troops were con- 
centrated around the rebels’ position 
which was hazardous. 

Manue] Tiexeira Gomez relinquished 
his post as Portuguese minister to 
Great Britain in 1923 to become presi- 
dent of his country. He was extreme- 
ly popular in London and was es- 
corted to Lisbon by a British war- 
ship. It was hoped that this open dis- 
play of British approval would help 
ortuguese 
citizens for bloody attempts to remove 
from office whoever happened to be 
there and to set up in their place 
others, subject to like removal. 

President Gomez's months of office 
have been spotted with abortive re- 
hbellions such as have characterized 
Portugal since 1910, when the scan- 
dal of Gubyv Deslvs and her pearls 
broke over the head of the then King 
Manuel and forced him from _ his 
throne. The revolutionaries of 1910 
established a republie which has sur- 
vived several monarchist assaults.

Ultraviolet ray must be clearly dis- 
tinguished from the so-called ‘violet 
ray’ machines sold to gullible folk 
who like to monkey with mysterious 
cure alls. The name 
toy is merely an appeal to half knowl- 
edge or credulity. Violet ray has no 
more remedial action than blue “or 
red or yellow light has, but it is 
amusing to the children. 

Ultraviolet ray is invisible; it has 
no color.

BY BISHOP WILLIAM WN. AINSWORTH. 

In many papers of the south of recent 
date, Bishop Edwin D. Moeuzen moves to 
lay on the table the motion that is now 
coming with many-throated volume from 
the laity of the church to preserve southern 
Methodism from the inevitable hurt of the 
pending plan of nnification. His criticism 
is leveled at the process of electing dele- 
gates to the district conferences that is now 
going on in snany parts of the church, and 
particularly at the fact of instructions be- 
ing given the @@egatges in some instances 
by their constituency.”‘He rises te declare 
that the whole ‘procedure is unparliamen- 
tary, un-Methodistic and out of order. 

Bishop Mouzon's protest is in keeping 
with the uniform policy of the friends of 
unification to keep the membership of the 
church from any effective expression of 
their will in regard to this matter. The 
general conference at Chattanooga, under 
the absolute dominancy of the advocates of 
unification, refused to approve a plan, 
whereby the adult membership of the church 
might register their will concerning the fu- 
ture of the church, which their sacrifices 
had made possible. The proposition to pro- 
vide in an orderly way to secure the judg- 
ment of the people was pronounced by some 
of their speakers as “democracy gone to 
seed,’’ while pouring contempt upon the 
right and competency of the masses to 
pass upon the question. Not content with 
dehying, as far as they could, all oppor- 
tunity to the great body of the church to 
express themselves on such a momentous 
mafter, this same general conference recom- 
mended to the annual conferences the screen 
of a secret ballot, so that the people might 
not even know how their preachers and 
representatives had voted. The general con- 
ference sought not only to suppress any 
general expression of the people, but also 
to protect their limited representation from 
any accountability to them for the discharge 
of their trust. The impartial student of 
church history will not rank the procedure 
of that day as attaining a very great 
height of Christian statesmanship. More- 
over this policy was proposed for our chureh 
in face of the fact that the northern gen- 
eral conference never even suggested such 
a method to their conferences and they are 
new voting on the question in the open in 
all their annual conferences and lay elec- 
toral bodies, ; 

The Right of the People. 


The right ef the people to be heard on 
a watter of this character ought not to 
be open to debate. On this question Walter 
WV est, of North Carolina, has. expressed the 
Views of thousands of Methodists in the 
following strong statement: 

‘““The nearly 2,500,000 members 
beloved Southern Methodism have a sacred 
right to be heard. They are almost alto- 
gether dependent upon their conference or- 
gans for information. It is manifestly un- 
fair to deprive them of a full discussion of 
this plan which will merge the church of 
their fathers into a new and untried or- 
ganization. These men and women who 
were born at the altars and nurttired in the 
bosom of our Methodism; who have put 
miore than $116,000,000 inte our chureh 
buildings, almost $24,000,000 into our par- 
sonages, more than $48,000,000 into our 
schools and colleges, and more than $12,- 
000,000 into our orphanages and hospitals 
have a right to a discussion of and te an 
advisory vote on this plan of unification 
Which transfers approximately $200,000,00° 
of their property into a new and unnamed 
church, and which means, as many believe, 
the surrender of even more sacred posses- 
sions. The people ir. the pews should thor- 
oughly inform themselves about the pend- 
ing plan of unification, and, in church con- 
ference, Should exercise their indisputable 
right to express their will on this plan, 
which involves the surrender of possessions 
most sacred to Southern Methodists.’’ 

The people were consulted nbout the sep- 
arate organization of the chureh in 1845 
under the optional vlan that wus approved 
hy the general conference of 1844. Bishop 
Collins Denny has set forth the official 
records on this subject with «nch clarity, 
corfonnding “all wh> would dare deny it, 
that it is unnecessavy for me to quote them 
here The conclusion of the whole matter 
may be restated in the language of our 
first general conference, i, e, .‘*The South- 
ern delegates, however, resolved to con- 
sult the people before exercising the right 
conferred by the gneral conference. A 
years was ailowed for @eliberation. Mean. 
While the subject was fully discussed and 
came up for judgment and action, not only 
in ai] the annual conferences, but also in 
nearly all the quarterly conferences. and 
other official bodies, besides primary meet 
ings of the people almost innumerable, 
throughout every division of the south. 
And the result was the ministry and mem- 
bershij») of the whole church, in the propor- 
tion of at least 95 in the hundred, decided 
in favor of separation.’’ 

If it was a matter of wisdom to submit 

the people the question of separation 

1845, it is equally expedient for them 
to pass upon the question of reunion in 
1925. Indeed there is some ground for 
doubt as to the constitutionality of re 
union unless this pro¢ess is observed. it 
would at least be just. Both Sishops Me- 
Dowell and Cannon, leaders of unification 
in the two churehes, have declured that 
unification ought not to be pushed through 
on any basis that would be unsatisfactory 
to any considerable number in ither church, 
How can the will of the people be fairly 
ascertained, unless they are given the op- 
portunity to express themselves in an or- 
derly way? In keeping with the funda- 
mental equities in a similar case, the vari- 
ms congregations of the Methodist, Pres- 
byvterian and Congregational churches that 
are parties to the pending union in Canada 
were accorded the right to vote thereon 
The same right was largely acknowledged 
in the proposed nnion of the various Method- 
ist bodies of Grent Britain, which was 
before their churehes during the present 
year, : 
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Laymen Becoming Aroused. 
effort to prevent the free 
fective expression of the laity 
church on this question by any authority 
whatsoever is not going to awe them into 
silence. [I have received a number of let- 
ters from laymen, who assert that dele- 
cates from their churches to the district 
conference have been selected by their pas- 
tors te represent their views and their elec- 
tion in the auarterlvy conference 
without anv information as 
involved. In soine instances 
waked with indignation to 
hands are tied and thev 
the right to be represented 
The closing of conference 
discussion in some sections 
Recently a representa- 
tive group of Dallas. Texas, laymen, 
headed by the mayor, called on the Metho- 
dist pastors of the city and Insisted on the 
submission of this question to their con- 
gregations, asserting that the laymen were 
opposed to it, even though most of the 
pastors of that city were for it and had 
permitted the discussion of only one side 
of the question. Their request was not 
received with favor, the result of the mat- 
ter being that several dozen Dallas laymen 
issued a call for a meeting, which resulted 
in one of the greatest expressions of pro- 
test against the wisdom of the plan that 
ies eome from the people of any state, 
That call contained the following signifi- 
cant language: 

‘‘Action of the utmost importance to the 
future of our church is about to be taken. 
and it is feared that we laymen have shown 
an indifference that may all but result in 
a defanit judgment being entered against 
us. We are s0 accustomed to follow the 
tead of our bishops and ministers in mat- 
ters pertaining to the church that we, for 
the most part, have failed to analyze the 
proposed plan looking to unification with 
the Methodist Episcopal ¢hurch. We be- 
lieve a study of the plan will lead to its 
prompt rejection recardless of the attitude 
of manv of our ambitious leaders. Let us 
not follow blindly into a situation where 
inextricably trapped.” 

Letter From Bulloch. 

Cc. E.. Bulloch, an official and useful lay- 
man in St. Louis, writes me as follows: 

‘Many of our laymen are reaching the 
conelusion that we are being threatened 
by oligarchical rule. There is’ rood evl- 
dence that we are. Why should we be 
warned that our decision. desire or iIn- 
struction need not be heeded by our dele- 
cates? And why. if our advice is not 
wanted. should our prayers be sought? 
Scrupulous care is exrmeled to see that 
our most remote sections are fuily' in- 
formed of all our financial drives. Yet 
none of these things so vitally affect our 
church as does this plan of unification. 
The self-styled friends of unification should 
pause and reflect. They are arpparentiv 
staking t\e suecess of their effort to put 
over this plan on the uncompromising po- 
sition that delegates to the district confer- 
ence and annual conferences need acknow- 
ledge no constitnency obligation whatever. 
AM of us waagt representatives in this issue 
as well as on our ledger accounts of the 
ehurch. We are told that we are disfran- 
chised, but are asked to pray. There is 
something gruesome in asking a church te 
pray. while you are planning to dispose 
of its pronerty without so much as by 
your leave.” 

Information has reached me of the re- 
fusal of pastors of pro-unification view In 
several instances to permit the church con- 
ference to consider a motion that looked 
to an expression of view on this question. 
In ‘every instance they declared that ft 
would be unconstitutional. Since when did 
it become illecal for anv concregation out- 
side of Romanism to declare its view about 
any policy of the church? But the laymen 
are waking up and they are going to ex- 
press themselves in an effective way and 
their legally constituted representativeg are 
going to hear and heed what they have to 
nay. Many of them have studied and 
thought and prayed over this question and 
have reached as definite and fixed con- 
‘lusion as any bishop in the church. They 
humbly feel that the enuidance of the Holv 
Spirit is as available fer them as for anv- 
hody elst. More and more they will he 
heard from. Another tide is new coming 
in and Bishop Moenven can no more stay 
it by the wave of his hand than old King 
Canute could stop the ecean'« tide. 

mewhat Personal. 

Let me now relieve the mind of my dis- 
tressed colleague. He seems to have made 
a very serions discovery, of which he sneaks 
as follows:. “In certain sections of the 
church where the bishops in charee are 
enpesed fo unification concregations made 
up of men, women and little children 
tender age are being called upon toe yote 
on the question of unification, 
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supreme Jaw-making body of the church, the 
general conference, by an overwhelming 
majority, refused to allow this method of 
voting and directed that the orderly and 
constitutional processes of the church be 
followed. 
to expect from the rank and file of our 
people when men in authority ignore and 
disregard the acts of the general confer- 
ence?” This is also a new thing in south- 
ern Methodism.’’ 

Now concerning this grave charge, which 
is doubtless intended as an indictment of 
my administration in Georgia and Misxsiss- 
ippi, I.wish to say several things with sll 
needed emphasis. The discipline of the 
church provides in paragraph 90, whether 
Bishop Mouzon knows it or not, for cecr- 
tain elective delegates to the district con- 
ference and says “the number of whom 
and their mode of appointment each an- 
nual conference may determine for itself.’’ 
All the conferences of my Episcopal 4is- 
trict, except one, provide for the election 
of such delegates in the church conference— 
not quarterly conference. In all but one of 
these conferences this rovision has ex- 
isted for many years. approve the ar- 
rangement. In this way aloge can ley 
representation come direct from the 
people and constitute real repre- 
sentative government. At the last ses- 
sion of the South Georgia conference, the 
following resolution was unanimously pass- 
ed (and a similar one in the two Missias- 
ippl conferences): 

‘“‘Whereas, the conference will be called 
upon at its next session to vote upon the 
pending plan of unification between the 
Methodist Episcopal 
odist Episcopal church, South, and 

‘‘Whereas, the membership of the church 
was given opportunity to express their 
views concerning the separate organization 
of our chureh in 1845, for the information 
of their legally constituted representatives, 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we rece 
ommend that all churches in the South 
(;eorgia conference call their church con- 
ferences for the election of representatives 
to the district conferences of 1925 at some 
designated time, of which public notice 
shall be given to the membership at ‘east 
four weeks in advance, to the end that el) 
members who so desire, may have the op- 
portunity to participate in these elections, 
and we wonld snggest that these chureh 
conferences be held in every church at the 
first regular preaching service in the month 
of April.”’ 

Object of Resolution. 
was intended by the large number 
of men who presented it, first, to prevent 
any preacher, for or against unification, 
from calling the church conference without 
due notice and seeuring the election of 
such delegates as he might prefer and, 
second, to give the whole membership of 
the church a fair opportunity to register 
their views ‘on the subject of unification 
and select in the open such delegates as 
they desired to represent them. Under 
these provisions of the discipline, and just 
as in former years, the churches in Miss- 
issippi and Georgia have recently been 
meeting in church eonference to elect their 
delegates to the district conferences. Some 
have elected as representatives those who 
were known to be favorable or opposed to 
the pending plan, and on that = ground. 
Some have in addition, passed. resolutions 
informing the world of their judgment about 
the great issue at stake and calling upon 
their delegates to represent them accordinz- 
ly. I have not heard of any delegate-elect 
who feels that he has been imposed upon 
in the slightest degree by such requests. 
Furthermore nobody made any arrangerfient 
whatsoever for submitting the question of 
unification to the determination of ‘‘little 
children of tender age.’’ In many instances 
the adult members requested (knowing they 
could not legally prevent any member from 
voting for delegates in the church confer- 
ence) the children not to vote and they did 
not generally do so. It is not true that the 
general conference ‘refused to allow this 
method of voting.’’ The law of the church 
provides for it. ' 

The thing that has jarred Bishop Mouzon’s 
equilibrium is that these churches in Geor- 
gia and Mississippi have, almost withont 
exception, elected delegates that are 
against his View of unification and their 
votes are not going to be thrown out. The 
least anybody has to say against the right 
or legality of these churches expressing 
themselves in the way they have done, or 
of any others doing the same thing, 
better it will be for the peace. and welfare 
of Israel. Bishop Mouzon’s motion to lay 
on the table the rising movement of the 
laity against this pian of so-called union 
that giyes to the Southern Methodist church 
half the country, fur the conduct of tis 
work, and gives the northern Methodist 
church the whole country, including all 
that is allowed to the southern church, is 
not going tu stop them for a day.

Fort Valley, Ga., April 19.--(Spe- 
cial.)—Finishing touches are being 
given to the mammoth ice plant here 
erected by the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
company. This plant, which is said 
to be the largest and most complete 
ice plant in the south, has been built 
in record time in order that manufac- 
ture and storage of ice may, begin, to 
eare for the refrigeration of the thou- 
sands of peach cars here when the 
season opens. 

The new plant has a daily manu- 
facturing capacity of 175 tons of ice. 
and a total €torage room. capacity of 
38.000 tons, 

When the statement is made that 
this new plant has ice in storage that 
will initially ice nearly 8,000) peach 
cars, the public can form a clear ideq 
as to what the plant really means and 
ean do. If these cars were placed in 
trains of 30 cars each, it would r@e 
quire 267 locomotive engines to move 
them, and if in one train it would 
be more than 67 miles in length, 


Building 500 Feet Long. 


The entire building is 500 feet long 
and 156 feet wide. designed to house 
the storage, receiving and _ engine 
rooms and the following equipment: 
Two 160-ton duplex belt-driven am- 
monia compressors, each driven from a 
300-horsepower Deisel oil engine; two 
100-KVA-alternaters, each direct con- 
nected to a 165-horsepower Deisel oil 
engine; three shell and tube am- 
monia condensers, each 4 feet 6 inches 
diameter, 16 feet long; two freez- 
ing tanks. each containing 750 400- 
pound cans and equipped with shell 
and tube brine coolers, with two verti- 
cal agit@tors to each tank. 

Each tank is served by an electric 
crane, arranged for lifting six cans 
at one time, and with motor-operated 
hoist, trolley and bridge.

The main cooling- water supply will 
be furnished by two centrifugal pumps, 
one belted from each of the 300- 
horsepower oil engines, taking the wa- 
ter from a_ storage tank below the 
of the engine room, and 
to a cooling tower on the 
roof of the engine room. The water 
for filling cans and to make up losses 
in the cooling tower will be supplied 
by a drilled well. 

The engine room and freezing tank 
buildings are of brick and steel con:
